When some of his followers 
had set fire to an anthill he compelled them to extinguish it. Foolish 
acts of cruelty which were connected with old superstitions were 
swept away by him (along) with other institutions of paganism. 

No more was a dead man's camel to be tied to his tomb to perish of 
thirst and hunger. No more was the evil eye to be propitiated by the 
bleeding of a certain proportion of the herd. No more was rain to be 
conjured by tying burning torches to the tails of oxen and letting them 
loose among the cattle.
